FIRE AT LAC LA PLONGE COM­ 
PLETELY DESTROYED THE 
CATHOLIC MISSION 
W innipeg, Man., Sept. 22. 
(UP) 
Two government seaplanes should 
have reached the shores of Lae La 
Plonge today with food, blanket»* and 
medical supplies to save the lives of 
60 destitute survivors of the Beau- 
val Mission fire In which 19 Indian 
children and a nun were killed. 
Word of the tragedy in the far 
northwest was brought to Big River, 
1 he nearest settlement, late yester­ 
day. 
The fire occurred on Monday 
night and the only means of com­ 
munication with the outside world 
was by couriers who mode their way 
In a gasoline launch through 120 
miles of torturous waterways. 
Few details of the Are were avail­ 
able. 
The Beauval Mission, one Of 
th e oiliest in the northwest, is the 
center of a little log cabin settle­ 
ment. 
The parishioners are Crees, 
for the most part, and the Children 
live at the mission school. 
The dead Included Sister Lea of 
the Grey Nuns. 
A priest was so 
seriously burned in the res* tie work 
he may die. 
Fire broke out about midnight in 
the boy’s dormitory, according to 
reports, and the flames qutekly made 
the wooden building a furnace 
in 
which the death 
screams 
of 
the 
trapped children horrified those who 
had been lucky enough to get out. 
Nothing could ho done to stop the 
fire which quickly spread to the rest 
of the mission, though the nuns and 
brothers worked heroically to carry 
their young charges into the safety 
of the nearby forest. 
Big River is the northern air base 
for the forest air patrol service. 
A 
big passenger Varava plane was im ­ 
mediately 
rushed wlfh 
emergency 
nupplies to Isle u La Crosse, 30 miles 
northwest 
of Lac La Pionge, the 
scene of a Hudson Bay post and of 
another Catholic jnlsslon, where I)r 
Amyot of Regina, with other officials 
had gone for the opening of a small 
hospital the day before.

pl a n e was then sent south 
again to the scene of the tragedy, 
and will return to Big River for 
more aid. 
The first sharp frost« of

sure. 
Food and warm clothing were 
the first needs. 
From the archbishop’s palace

St. Boniface, Man., tlie century-old 
citadel of the Catholic faith in west 
ern Canada, it was learned that the 
Beauval Mission at Lac La Plonge 
was one of the oldest missions of 
the pioneering church whose record 
of service and suffering in Canada 
extends back for more 
than

years. 
The miasion wig under the direc­ 
tion of the Oblate Fathers, the- bro­ 
ther in charge being Father La Jeun- 
ease. 
He is assisted by Fathers An- 
cel and Adam, «-iglit brothers of the 
order, a handful of students and 
eight nun* of the Grey Nun order. 
There were believed to be 80 Indian 
children at tlie school but report-* 
from Big River indicated that there 
are 46 children survivors, mostly of 
the Cree and Stoney tribes. 
The mission lies on the old Hud­

children and a nun were killed. 
Word of the tragedy in the far 
northwest was brought to Big River, 
I he nearest settlement, late yester­ 
day. 
The fire occurred on Monday 
night and the only means of com­ 
munication with the outside world 
was by couriers who made their way 
iii a gasoline launch through 120 
miles of torturous waterways. 
Few details of the fire were avail­ 
able. 
The Beauval Mission, one of 
tile oiliest in tile northwest, is the 
center of a little log cabin settle­ 
ment. 
The parishioners are Crees, 
for the most part, and the children 
live at tho mission school. 
The dead Included Sister Lea of 
the Grey Nuns. 
A priest was so 
seriously burned in the rescue work 
he may die. 
Fire broke out about midnight in 
the boy's dormitory, according to 
reports, and the flames quickly made 
the wooden building a furnace 
in 
which the death screams 
of 
the 
trapped children horrified those who 
had been lucky enough to get out. 
Nothing could he done to stop the 
fire which quickly spread to the rest 
of the mission, though the nuns and 
brothers worked heroically to carry 
their young charges into the safety 
of the nearby forest.

TIIE .MODEIf> MARKET PEACE 


In ‘'News and Progress,” a book let pu blished by the Manhat­ 
tan Company, we come u pon a chapter devoted to the su bject of 
“The Modern Mark et Place.“ 
When a carrier leaves a paper on a doorstep, it may not oc­ 
cu r to him that he is playing a part in the economic life of his 
town, bu t so it is, for to each individu al su bscriber he is really 
delivering the mark et place of the commu nity. 
How many car­ 
riers, how many readers even, wou ld recognize their familiar 
newspaper u nder su ch a title? Yet su ch it literally is. 
The newspaper as a mark et place is bu t the cu lmination of a 
long development. 
Generations ago, the mark et place for the 
hardy families of the frontier was the traveling peddler. 
He i* 
was with his pack or wagon who su pplied the things which cou l i 
not be produ ced at home. 
In time this traveling store was re 
placed by the general store which carried mu ch larger stock s of 
goods than cou ld be transported from door to door. 
This was , 
second step in the evolu tionary process. 
Popu lation continu ed to grow; so did the nu mber and variety 
of personal needs and of the produ cts designed to su pply these 
needs. 
Instead of a* few staple articles there were thou sands. 
Diversities in styles, material, grade and price mu ltiplied and mu l­ 
tiplied. 
With new conditions came a new method. 
Once more 
the merchant retu rned directly to his cu stomer. 
No longer did 
he drag his stock abou t for inspection; instead he delivered to the 
cu stomer the news of his offerings— in the advertising colu mns 
of the newspaper. 
At once he became an intimate and welcome 
visitor, finding himself on the inside of cou ntless homes and'of­ 
fices, telling abou t selections that he himself deemed the m »st 
attractive. 
Perhaps few people have stopped to think how completely 
the newspaper has become the mark et place of the commu nity, 
bringing to all a k nowledge of available goods and services. 
In 
fair and stormy weather this mark et place comes to the bu yer in 
the form of news 
— news of what to bu y and why, where to bu y 
and when, and how mu ch to pay. 
Follow a newspaper into any home. 
Here are gathered th» - 
members of the family circle— father, mother and children. With­ 
in a few hou rs each will read it and for each there mu st In* that 
which he is most interested in reading. 
Every editor k nows this; every su ccessfu l editor mak es pro­ 
vision for it. 
To address each little au dience with its special 
tastes he sets forth an extensive bill of fare. 
In it are political 
and financial news, foreign cables, a woman’s page, news of sports, 
society items, literary and amu sement reviews, science, comedy 
and what not besides. 
To this wealth of information each member of the family will 
respond and each in his pecu liar way. 
Only to one part o. die 
newspaper there will be any degree of common response becau se 
that part has a u niversal appeal. Yet cu riou sly enou gh u i.> 
d ie 
one pari which was not directed by the editor, prepared o.v any 
of his writers, or received in any of his news reports. Thai part 
is the advertising colu mns. In these, cou ld the editor view the re­ 
ception of the paper, he wou ld find that others—the advertiscis— 
were su pplementing his labors by providing for tastes and m*1 i> 
ou tside his province. 
It really is not fancifu l to say that in these advertisers the 
paper has acqu ired a nu mber of new department editors. 
Each 
one presents the su bject he best u nderstands— the oilerinps of his 
own bu siness—and his department may extend from a small card 
to a dou ble-page spread of several pages. 
Su ch “editors" have 
the largest possible motive to mak j? their annou ncements interest­ 
ing, for their own money is at stak e in each issu e. Hu t even nv>re 
than this, their repu tation as well as that of the paper itself, is 
at stak e. 
When an advertiser resorts to misrepresentation of his goods 
or services he reflects not only u pon the integrity of the paper 
which contains his advertising bu t shak es the confidence of the 
pu blic in the annou ncements of his fellow-advertisers. 
It is for 
this reason that responsible pu blishers and advertisers alik e are 
today fou nd marching together at the head of that great pu blic 
movement which has for its watchword: “Tru th in Advertising.” 
There is another important aspect of the newspaper as the 
mark et place of the commu nity which is often overlook ed; that is, 
the saving of time. 
Instead of tru dging from store to store in 
search of clothing, shoes or any of the nu merou s other articles of 
modern commerce, the consu mer tu rns instinctively to the adver­ 
tising colu mns of the newspaper for information. 
As the mark et place of the commu nity the newspaper not only 
saves the time of the bu ying pu blic, bu t, paradoxical as it may 
seem it mak es it possible for the merchant to lower the selling 
price of his goods and at the same time increase his own profits. 
Who, then, pays for the advertising? In a sense,'nobody, for 
advertising pays for itself. It shou ld not be measu red in terms of 
costs, bu t in terms of time saved ana of new wealth created 
throu gh increased produ ction. In this its magic consists.

With­ 
in a few hours each will read it and for each there must be that 
which he is most interested in reading. 
Every editor knows this; every successful editor makes pro­ 
vision for it. 
To address each little audience with its special 
tastes he sets forth an extensive bill of fare. 
In it are political 
and financial news, foreign cables, a woman’s page, news of sports, 
society items, literary and amusement reviews, science, comedy 
and what not besides. 
To this wealth of information each member of the family will 
respond and each in his peculiar way. 
Only to one part of the 
newspaper there will be any degree of common response because 
that part has a universal appeal. 
Yet curiously enough U is tin 
one part which was not directed by the editor, prepared oy any 
of his writers, or received in any of his news reports. 
Thai part­ 
is the advertising columns. In these, could the editor view the re­ 
ception of the paper, he would find that others—the advertise! a— 
were supplementing his labors by providing for tastes and needs 
outside his province. 
It really is not fanciful to say that in these advertisers the 
paper has acquired a number of new department editors, 
if a ch 
one presents the subject he best understands— the offerings of his 
own business—and his department may extend from a small card 
to a double-page spread of several pages. 
Such “editors” have 
the largest possible motive to make their announcements interest­ 
ing, for their own money is at stake in each issue. Bul even nyne 
than this, their reputation as well as that of the paper itself, is 
at stake. 
When an advertiser resorts to misrepresentation of his goods 
or services he reflects not only upon the integrity of the paper 
which contains his advertising but shakes the confidence of the 
public in the announcements of his fellow-advertisers. 
It is for 
this reason that responsible publishers and advertisers alike are 
today found marching together at the head of that great public 
movement which has for its watchword: “Truth in Advertising.” 
There is another important aspect of the newspaper as the 
market place of the community which is often overlooked; that is, 
the saving of time. 
Instead of trudging from store to store in 
search of clothing, shoes or any of the numerous other articles oi 
modern commerce, the consumer turns instinctively to tile adver­ 
tising columns of the newspaper for information. 
As the market place of the community the newspaper not only 
saves the time of the buying public, but, paradoxical as it rn ay 
seem it makes it possible for the merchant to lower the selling 
price of his goods and at the same time increase Ii is own profits. 
Who, then, pays for the advertising? In a sense,*nobody, for 
advertising pays for itself. It should not be measured in terms of 
costs, but in terms of time saved anc* of new wealth created 
through increased production. In this its magic consists.
